Centenery of Gencral Hull's 
Conviction of Cowardice. 


One hundred years ago today a court- 
martial found General William Hull, | 
of the United States army, guilty of 
cowardice in having surrendered De- | 
troit without an effort at defence, and 
sentenced him to death. The verdict 
was received with great jubilation by 
the mafJority of the people of the; 
United States, who attributed to the 
condemned and disgraced soldier the 
failure of their high hopes for the 
conquest of Canada. The sentence of! 
death passed upon Hull was approved | 
by President Madison, but later, on ac- 
count of the general's age and the 
merit of his services jn the revolution, 
the sentence was remitted, A century 
after the conclusion of the memorable 
court-martial, tardy justice is being} 
done to the memory of General Hull. 
Most historians are now inclined to be- 
lieve that Hull was made a scapegoat 
for the delinquencies of “imen higher 
up, The stigma of cowardice clung 
to Hull until his death in 1825, but his 
“Memoirs,” to which he devoted the 
latter years of his life, tended to clear 
up many military mysteries and to put 
Hull and his actions in a better light. | 
Hull was a native of Jerby, Conn., aj 
graduate of Yale, a lawyer of ability, 
and un officer of note in the revolu- 
tion, 

On the outbreak of the second war] 
between England and the United 
States, Hull was governor of Michigan | 


territory. His capital, the village of 
Detroit, had a population of only 800, 
In the fort, a square inclosure of two 


acres, Hull had 2,500 soldiers at his 
command, His superiors believed Can- 
ada would fall an easy prey to an in- 
vading army, and Hull was ordered to 
attempt the conquest, With 2,000 men 
he crossed the river, and issued a pro- 
clamation promising the people relief 
from “British tyranny aod oppression,” 
and threetening with “instant destruc- 
tion” all Canadians who fought beside 
Indians. Hull's invas served only 
to show Maj.-Gen, Sir lsanc Brock, the 
brave and resourceful conunander of 
Upper Canada, where the first blow 
was to be struck, Phe energetic Brock 
Immediately set about the work of clir- 
cumventing the invaders. In August ot| 
1812 Hull realized (he dangers “of his 
situation, and returned to Detroit, 
Brock pursued Hall's army to De- 
troit, and, with 820 regulars and 400 
militia, assisted by Chief Tecumseh | 
and 600 Indians, crossed the river a

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Land Offices. 


The first United States land offico 
was opened in Detroit under an act of 
Congress just passed, 110 years ago to- 
day, March 26, 1814. Detroit was then 
a frontier village with only a fow hun- 
dred people, and all around the town, 
and westward to the Pacific ocean, 
the country along which was still the 
possession of Spain, were millions and 
millions of acres of fertile land await- 
ing pioneers. The opening of the De- 
tro!t land office was a momentous 
event in the history of the republic, 
for It marked the beginning of the 
regulated settlement of the great west, 
The first land office of Uncle Sam was 
housed {n a rude hut which was de- 
stroyed by the fire which wiped out 
Detroit in 1805. Since then, the un- 
appropriated and unreserved lands va- 
cant and subject to entry and settle- 
ment have been reduced to 665,891,029 
actes, Alaska leads with 267,963,822 
acres, and Nevada ig second with 65,- 
138,59 acres. Other Btates having 
vast tracts of public lands include Ari- 
zona, Utah, Wyoming, New Mexico 
Montana, California, Colorado, Idaho 
and Oregon. The number of land of- 
fices In the United States has been 
kreatly reduced within the last few 

years, and they now total ninety- 

nine, most of them being in the weat- 
ern states,

As Historian, Champnoys, 66 
Today, !s a Great Physician, 

Sir Francis Henry Chanapneys, 
Bart. M.D... world-famous «authority 
on obstetrics and president of the 
Royal Society of Medicine, was born 
66 years ago today. In his chosen line 
of medical work Sir Francis has had } 
few superiors, but in the domain of 
American history the eminent physi- 
clan’s education has been somewhat 
neglected. In an address before the 
Royal Society, printed in that or- 
ganization’s official bulletin last Oc- 
tober, Sir Francis offered ‘the follow- | 
ing somewhat remarkable comments | 
on the Gettysburg celebration, which 
was in progress at the time the Brit- 
ish physicians were holding their ses- 
sion: 

“We read this morning in the paper | 
that it is the jubilee celebration of the | 
amalgamation of the Northern and 
Southern States of America, at Gettys 
burg, on July 4. Fifty years have 
elapsed since, in 1863, the-victory at) 
Gettysburg took place, It was a cru- 
cial period of the war, and after that 
the United States was formed. (!) It 
is interesting to remember that,” con- 
tinued Sir Francts, and all must agree 
with him, “and to remember that it 
has taken 50 years not only to amal- 
gamate, but to consolidate, the United 
States, which is another thing. And 
the proof of that is that the present 
president of the United States is the 
first southern person who ever occu- 
pled that position. And I read in the 
Times today that he ut first refused 
to be present at Gettysburg, 50 years 
after the defeat of his side; but that 
he afterward reconsidered his decision 
and determined to be present,” 

The celebrated physician also set 
forth several other new and novel con- 
ceptions of American history, and if 
Mark Twain were alive the- reader 
would be tempted to belleve that Sir 
Francis H. Champneys, the historian,
